Tur lieut.-governor had gcod reason to ex- 
press pleasure at the reply of the council to 
his opening address.

It is strange if there is 
no member of the council with sufficient con- 
sistency to continue to press the matters up 
on which the same members laid 80 much 
stress last session. The position taken in the 
reply on the governor's statement regarding 
the Indians is cowardly to say the least, The 
reply does not boldly endorse his falsehood, 
and yet by the use of aubiguous terns it be- 
comes a party to it. The sooncr the idea 
that it is patriotic on the part of the council 
to deceive on the Indian question is exploded 
the better. That course was tried before the 
late rebellion. It wasa failure nnd a costly 
one, Had the council done its duty then 
and boldly declared the truth as every mem- 
ber knew it the rebcilion aud ifs horrors and 
losses might have been avoided. in taking
